The third man was Tom Battle 
who was charged with the larceny 
of some cattle 
He lived in the 


lower end of the county. 
A s these three men were togeth 
er and separated from the othei 
prisoners, they alone got away.

It seems that the deceased 
who w as about 65 years old. went 
to the home of Johnson and vici 
ously attacked his wife, who was 
his step-daughter, with a hoard 
While there, and in the act, Joh n 
son came on the scene and drove 
the belligeraut oiu negro out ol

satisfied 
Hodges renewed the row and at 
tacked Johnson, whereupon John 
sou got hold of the scantling and 
dealt the fatal blow up ou his au 
tagouist 
Will Johnson has not heretofore 
earned an unsavory reputation 
for he was sent up to the peniten­ 
tiary fur larceny at the last term 
of the Circuit court, aud only re 
turned from his four month s sen 


teuce a few weeks ago 
Johnson is in jail to aw ait tin 
action of the grand jury.
